The pastor of a Florida church 
planning to burn Qurans on the 
ninth anniversary of the Sept, n 
attacks told CNN on Tuesday that 
although the congregation plans 
to go through with the action, the 
church is “weighing” its intentions. 

Terry Jones, pastor of Dove 
World Outreach Church in 
Gainesville, Fla., who was interviewed on CNN’s ‘Ameri- 
can Morning, said the congregation is taking seriously the 
warning from the U.S. military that the act could cause 
problems for American troops. 

“We have firmly made up our mind, but at the same time, 
we are definitely praying about it, ’’Jones said. “We are defi- 
nitely weighing the situation. We are weighing the thing 
that we’re about to do. What it possibly could cause. What 
is our actual message? What are we trying to get across?”

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CITY BUZZING AFTER DALEY REVEALS 
HE WONT SEEK RECORD SEVENTH TERM

Richard M. Daley’s 21 years as mayor can be defined by bold strokes that earned 
him a reputation as the model of an innovative and progressive big city leader but 
gradually began to undermine his once-unbridled authority and effectiveness. 

Daley 68, stunned Chicago on Tuesday with the announcement that he will call 
it quits after six terms, a tenure that will surpass even that of his legendary father. 

“Simply put, it’s time. It’s time for me, it’s time for Chicago to move on,” Daley 
said of his decision. 


He leaves a legacy of broad accomplish- 
ments, such as Millennium Park and neigh- 
borhood revitalization. Other initiatives 
remain incomplete, such as the ongoing ef- 
forts to improve Chicago Public Schools 
and expand O’Hare. And his once heralded 
reputation as a keen financial steward is be- 
ing challenged by a steep budget deficit and 
an erosion of jobs and investment. 

His decision to pull the plug led to an in- 
evitable guessing game as to the underlying 
motivation. 

Was it the fragile health of his wife, Mag- 
gie, who has been battling cancer for years? 
Was it the looming $600 million city budget 
deficit which could make running the city in 
the short term about as enjoyable as a root 
canal? Or was it the increasing un-restiveness 
of a once docile City Council emboldened by 
public outrage due to the parking meter deal 
and other administration missteps? 

Or perhaps it was the realization that his 
city may be suffering from Daley fatigue. He 
was elected to his sixth term in 2007 with 
70 percent of the vote, yet a Tribune /WGN-

TV poll in July found that just 31 percent of 
city voters said they wanted him elected to a 
seventh term; 53 percent said they did not. 

For his part, Daley on Tuesday said the 
answer was none of the above, though he re- 
vealed very little about his thought process as 
he insisted he has been thinking about retir- 
ing for the past six months.

tirement during the middle of a City 
Council Finance Committee meet- 
ing Tuesday afternoon.

Political stability is expected to 
be in short supply in the post-Daley 
world. His departure creates a po- 
litical vacuum in a city where racial 
and ethnic considerations are never 
very far beneath the surface. 

“This opens things up and it could 
revive some of the old rivalries that 


existed,” said Charles Wheeler, apo- 
litical scientist and former Chicago 
journalist. “I’d expect there would 
be a black candidate, a Hispanic 
candidate, white ethnics and what 
we’ve known as one from the lake- 
front liberals. It’s going to be a very 
interesting few months.”

Speeders to take more costly hit

Drivers beware: It soon will cost quite a bit 
more cash if you’re caught breaking the rules 
of the road. 

Beginning Sept. 15, tickets for minor of- 
fenses such as speeding up to 20 mph over the 
limit, running a stop sign or making an illegal 
turn will carry a $120 penalty up from $75, un- 
der rates set by the Illinois Supreme Court. 

Topping the speed limit by 20-29 mph will 
cost $140, up from $95. 

The increase in fines is the first since 1993, said 
Champaign County Circuit Court Judge Jeffrey 
Ford, chairman of the Supreme Court subcom- 
mittee that recommended the increases. 

The subcommittee investigated the cost of 
tickets in other states and found that Illinois’ 
were lower, Ford said. 

The set increases apply only to offenses that 
do not require a court appearance. The cost of 
many tickets requiring a court date, such as speed- 
ing more than 30 mph over the limit, also will go 


up, but those hikes aren’t definitive because the 
fines are decided by a traffic court judge. 

A ticket’s cash penalty actually represents a 
bond rate set by the state Supreme Court. The 
bonds for minor offenses are accepted as fines 
for convenience’s sake, Ford said. 

Reaction from drivers was predictable. 


“I don’t know where people are supposed to 
get that money from,” said Joshua Horsley 32, 
a computer repairman. 

But pedestrian Bea Penate saw the increase 
in a different light. 

“Maybe drivers will be more cautious,” said 
Penate, a 28 -year-old student. 


Weekend yields 
20 weapons arrests 

Chicago police arrested 20 peo- 
ple on felony charges of unlaw- 
ful use of a weapon since Friday, 
Superintendent Jody Weis said 
Tuesday. Those arrested by 
Tuesday morning had a com- 
bined record of more than 175 
arrests, Weis said. Since Friday, 
there were 24 shootings and 
two homicides in Chicago, most 
of which were gang-related, he 
said. 


City panel balks at 
O’Hare land plan 

A City Council committee on 
Tuesday balked at annexing 271 
acres needed to continue the 
O’Hare expansion after aldermen 
raised concerns that not enough 
of the project’s jobs were going 
to city residents. The 271 acres 
the city wants to annex are in 
Bensenville, where the property 
was acquired under condemna- 
tion. It once included about 600 
properties in Bensenville, which 
long fought the expansion but 
now is working with the city 
after a change in village leader- 
ship.

Chicago pops up near top 
of stressed cities rankings 

Just take some deep breaths, Chicagoans. 

Chicago ranked eighth on portfolio.coms list- 
ing of the “Most Stressful Places in America,” 
with a stress index of 4.366. Things were much 
worse in Detroit, which was deemed the most 
stressed-out metro area in the nation, with a 
stress index of 9.026 points. 

Serious road congestion was one reason for 
Chicago’s high ranking. Chicago’s commute time on average was 31.08 minutes 
compared with New York City; the typical commute to work there takes 34.55 
minutes. 

So where can you go for a little serenity now? Things start to look a lot better 
around Pittsburgh (20th) and Buffalo (23rd), with Minneapolis- St. Paul, Virginia 
Beach-Norfolk and Salt Lake City rounding out the bottom three spots.

Van der Sloot was arrested twice in 
Aruba in connection with Holloway’s dis- 
appearance, but never was charged. He 
has denied responsibility for her disap- 
pearance. 

In the interview, van der Sloot said he 
feels guilty about his father’s fatal heart 
attack, for not listening to his mother and 
for telling lies, as well as his past behavior. 

“I was doing a lot of things that I 
shouldn’t have been doing, and mostly 
only going out all the night and sleeping 
all the day,” he said, describing himself as 
“impulsive.”

Report: 

Bush to lose 
Heisman 

Former Southern California star 
Reggie Bush reportedly will be 
stripped of the Heisman Trophy 
he won in 2005. 

According to Yahoo! Sports, 
the Heisman Trophy Trust is 
close to completing its investiga- 
tion in the wake of the NCAA’s 
findings that Bush was ineligible 
during the 2005 season. 

The report states that the deci- 
sion could be announced by the 
end of September. It also says 
the Heisman Trust will not award 
a second trophy and instead will 
leave the honor for 2005 vacant. 

In June, the NCAA said Bush 
and his family received imper- 
missible benefits, including plane 
tickets, hotel rooms, limousine 
service, housing, appliances, fur- 
niture, several thousand dollars 
and a car. Bush was retroactively 
ruled ineligible and the Trojans 
were slapped with numerous 
penalties, including a two-year 
bowl ban, a reduction of scholar- 
ships and a forfeiture of wins. 

A month later, USC said it 
would remove all jerseys and 
murals displayed in recognition 
of Bush and would return its rep- 
lica of his Heisman Trophy back 
to the Heisman Trophy Trust.

4 Renegade Craft Fair purveyors talk 
video games, urns, loft parties and more

Say “renegade” to a Chicagoan in the early throes of 
fall, and its association is automatic: mega indie craft 
fair hawking plushy edgy potentially mustachioed 
handmade toys, jewelry 
T-shirts, silk-screened 
posters (etc., etc., etc) to 
the DITloving masses. 

“It’s a crafty wonder- 
land,” says assistant fair 
coordinator Danny 
Orendorff of the locally- 
birthed Renegade Craft 
Fair, back this weekend 
for its eighth year. “Chicago has one of the most 
entrepreneurial and industrial art communities 
I’ve ever encountered. That’s what we look for 
in the cities we expand to.”

That’s also what forms the base of its mission. In the 
past seven years, Renegade has outlived the depths of 
recession, opened a storefront, added a holiday fair and 
expanded to four other cities. 

About 50,000 attended 
the two-day fair last year, 
and the same is expected this 
year. What’s the secret ingre- 
dient? 

“We trust our vendors,” 
Orendorff says. “It is an enor- 
mously generous and wel- 
coming atmosphere.” 

Roughly 650 crafters ap- 
plied to be part of the 2010 street fair, and about half 
made it in. We chatted up a fair vet, a fair favorite and a 
fair first-timer to talk Renegade, craft aesthetic and ar- 
tistic vision.

When did you start this line? 

About a year ago. I started in 
L.A. in a random loft party downtown.

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The Giving Tree Band connects 
their music to nature with 
solar energy and icy swims

The Giving Tree Band’s photo looks like it could’ve been 
taken anytime between 1935 and yesterday morning— a 
statement that holds true for the eight-man collective’s 
rootsy musical output. Drawing on everything from folk 
to bluegrass to country blues, the band members, who all 
live and record under one roof in nearby %rkville, 111., im- 
bue each song on their latest record, “The Joke, the Threat 
& the Obvious” (out Sept. 21), with a timeless, backwoods 
quality 

BanjoistTodd Fink, 31, who co-founded the band in 
2006 with his guitarist brother, Eric, says the Giving Tree’s 
acoustic sound is fueled at least partly by the close bond 


developed among players. “I almost feel like the word 
‘band’ is limiting for us,” he says over the phone from the 
beach on a tour stop in Montauk, NY Y. “We live together, 
work together and travel together. We’re a family” 

Do you think your music would sound the same if you 
lived in the city? It seems like your laid-back lifestyle 
bleeds into the music. 

I do think our sound is more reflective of a rural experi- 
ence. My brother and I have always lived near the woods. 
Having access to nature was always important to my fam- 
ily. I think there’s much more of a country spirit in us. 


Are you avid outdoorsmen? 

We try to get outside as much as possible. We prefer 
to camp outside over staying in hotels when we tour 
in the summertime. Touring has allowed us to see all these 
beautiful national parks and mountains and beaches. 

Do you have a favorite spot? 

I think we all really really loved camping outside in 
northern Montana. We spent some time in Glacier 
National Park and it was just gorgeous. We went swim- 
ming in Avalanche Creek in early June and it was still 
just ice water. For some reason we’ve made it a point to 
jump into bodies of water— rivers, lakes, oceans— when-

When we were making our last album, 
“Great Possessions,” we recorded it with 
solar energy in Wisconsin and camped the 
entire time. We rode bikes to the recording 
tent, which was io miles away We had one 
meal a day that we cooked ourselves over a 
fire.

(Cherrytree) 
Robyn’s sixth al- 
bum, the second 
in the planned 
three-part “Body 
Talk” series, finds 
the Swedish pop 
seductress crafting icy, electro- 
heavy tracks that sound designed to 
bump through the sound system of 
some interstellar Studio 54. “Hang 
With Me,” which appeared in acous- 
tic form on “Pt. 1,” is reborn here as 
a percolating disco track. “Criminal 
Intent” combines robotic vocals, 
whooping sirens and buzzing synths 
into a pulsating tune that straddles 
the line between a dark, police-state 
dance track and grimy bondage fan- 
tasy (“A little dirty never hurts any- 
one”). “Love Kills” merges a digital 
backdrop (computerized blips and 
programmed drums) with Robyn’s 
flesh-and-blood vocals (“Stockholm 
Syndrome and misery/ls your penal- 
ty for love crimes”). Only the final cut 
finds the singer dropping her pop- 
cyborg guise. Here, in direct contrast 
with the tune’s title (“Indestructible”), 
Robyn sounds both vulnerable and 
human, singing atop gorgeous swirls 
of violin.

A Steppenwolf original 
returns to Chicago for 
a world premiere play

Laurie Metcalf is probably best known 
nationally for her role as Jackie Harris in 
the ABC sitcom “Roseanne,” but local au- 
diences know her as an original member 
of Steppenwolf Theatre Company where, 
since joining in 1976, she has performed 
in 37 productions, the most recent in 
2004. 

Lately the Carbondale native has re- 
turned to Chicago to work on “Detroit” 
by Obie Award-winning playwright Lisa 
D’Amour. The new drama, which pre- 
mieres at Steppenwolf this week, por- 
trays couple Ben and Mary (Ian Barford 
and Metcalf) whose seemingly perfect 
marriage blows open when they be- 
friend new next-door neighbors. 

We caught up with Metcalf on a rare 
day off to chat about her career in gen- 
eral and Steppenwolf in particular. 

“Detroit” marks your fifth project 
with Austin Pendleton, who directs you in 
this show. What makes the collaboration successful? 

You said the word when you said “collaboration”-you don’t al- 
ways find that in a rehearsal room. I appreciate his willingness to 
have not only the actors but also the playwright speak up dur- 
ing rehearsals. 

Does that give you more freedom in your character work? 

Each show, whether it’s a classic or a premiere, you’re going to 


What makes Chicago such a theater- 
loving town? 

It’s a great audience base here; they’re 
intelligent and loyal, and very forgiving- 
at least, they were to us in the beginning. 
[Laughs]. And you see it not only in the- 
ater here but in sports. 

What’s changed about Steppenwolf 
since 1976? 

It’s not as inbred as it was, and it operates 
on a budget that none of us ever foresaw. 
We had no long-range plan; we were just 
doing what we loved and got lucky that 
there were some really, really excellent di- 
rectors within our company-Gary [Sinise] 
and John Malkovich and Terry Kinney- 
that didn’t even know they wanted to di- 
rect. All of us as actors were on the same 
page in wanting to take a role and tear it up 
onstage. That part hasn’t changed at all. 

Were you ever worried about get- 
ting typecast after enjoying so much 
success, including three Emmys, with 
“Roseanne”? 

It’s true that I get recognized for that the 
most. But I don’t feel like it boxed me in. I’ve 
been so fortunate to be able to bounce back 
and forth between TV, movies and theater, 
and I did a lot of great theatrical dramas dur- 
ing those years too. 

What’s the strangest role you’ve turned 
down? 

I try not to turn down anything. [Laughs] 
There’s never been a role I’ve read that I 
haven’t yearned to play. I just find them all fascinating, no matter 
what the style or the size.

Wine evolves even after it has been bottled and can spoil for reasons 
that include improper storage conditions, bacterial and fungal defects 
within the wine or a too-long aging process. 

The best way to know if a wine has spoiled is by the look and smell. 
A bottle that has turned will appear suspiciously murky or there will 
be a presence of bubbles when there shouldn’t be. The smell will be 
off-putting enough to dissuade you from taking a sip. 

It’s always best to trust your instincts, and if the wine seems “off” 
to you in anyway, alert your server or call the wine store and ask for a 
second opinion. Wineries want to ensure you get a proper and sound 
bottle of wine rather than letting you think their products are not up 
to par. 

Here are some important terms to know in addressing spoiled wine. 

» Corked: “It’s corked” is the most common phrase you will hear in ref- 
erence to a bad bottle of wine, and it has nothing to do with bits of cork 
floating in the glass. A corked bottle is one that has become infected 
with a compound that makes the wine smell and taste like mildew or wet 
cardboard. 



» Maderized: Exposure to heat and improper storage are the most common causes of a cooked 
or maderized wine. The wine will taste like raisins, walnuts, Madeira or sherry and sometimes ap- 
pear dark gold or brown in color.

» Sulphur: Although sulphur is a necessary element to prevent wine from spoiling, too much can 
cause funky smells of burnt matches or rotten eggs. Usually decanting or swirling will help blow 
off this offensive odor. 

» Sediment: After a length of time in the bottle, red wine will exude sediment that looks like black 
flakes or specks. This is a natural occurrence and should not be considered a problem. Almost all 
reds eventually throw sediment. 

» Fizzy: Wine sometimes re-ferments after it has been bottled, as evidenced by the presence of 
fizz and off-putting aromas of garlic and sour cabbage. 



» Tartrates: If you happen to notice purple or golden-colored crystals in your wine or on the cork, 
don’t panic-it’s not glass. They’re called tartrates, or wine diamonds, and are a form of tartaric acid 
naturally present in the wine. Wineries usually remove them prior to bottling for aesthetic reasons, 
but others choose not to as they feel the process of doing so can adversely affect the flavor.

Logue, whom 
you may remember from the series 
“Grounded for Life” or those Jimmy the 
Cab Driver clips on MTV, plays Hank 
Dolworth, a recovering alcoholic and 
ex-cop who partners with his best bud, 
reformed thief Britt Pollack (Michael 
Raymond-James from “True Blood”), as 
unlicensed investigators. 

They’re a pair of scruffy, down-on- 
their-luck gumshoes eking out a living 
but remaining forever optimistic, loyal 
and— despite sometimes selfish motives 
and somewhat unscrupulous techniques — 
compelled to do the right thing.

I suggest, the title. Logue agreed— some- 
what.

They get into plenty of tight spots both in 
that big investigation and in others that 
pop up.

Google’s next 
frontier: Television

Google will launch its service to bring the 
Web to U.S. TV screens this autumn and 
worldwide next year, its chief executive said, 
as it extends its reach from the desktop to the 
living room. 

CEO Eric Schmidt said the service, which 
will allow full Internet browsing via TV, 
would be free, and Google would work with 
a variety of program makers and electronics 
manufacturers to bring it to consumers. 

“We will work with content providers, but 
it is very unlikely that we will get into actual 
content production,” Schmidt told journalists 
at the IFA consumer electronics trade fair in 
Berlin. 

Sony said last week it had agreed to have 
Google TV on its TV sets, and Samsung has 
said it was looking into using the service. 

The announcement comes less than a 
week after rival Apple unveiled its latest Ap- 
ple TV product and will intensify a battle for 
consumers’ attention and potentially for the 
$180 billion global TV advertising market.

Schmidt also said Google would announce 
partnerships later this year with makers of 
tablet computers that would use Google’s 
Chrome operating system, due to be launched 
soon, rather than its Android phone software, 
which has been used for mobile devices until 
now 

The world’s top search engine is hunting for 
new revenue opportunities as growth in its core 
business slows and as new technologies such as 
smartphones and social networking services 
transform the way consumers access the Web. 

Schmidt declined to comment on plans for a 
Google social network, and while he said there 
were plans to expand in music, he would not 
elaborate.
